Icebergs In the Atlantic 


Number Brought Down From North 
By Hot Weather 

The hot meather this summer on 
land and sea brought down into the 
Atlantic a number of icebergs from 
northern waters. These bergs are 
“shepherded” by the boats of the ice 
patrol, which, whenever possigle, 
destroys them by explosives, This 
process is called “calving” the bergs 
and is a dangerous one. The currents 
of the Atlantic carry away the 
“calves; and these in turn break up 
into “growlers,” and eventually dis- 
appear as slush ice beneath the 
water. 

The ’ trans-Atlantic aviators, 
Chamberlin and Levine said they saw 
many of these ‘castles of ice” like 
great ghost ships on the waters. 
Some of the bergs are of immense 
size, Imagine, for instance, a mass 
of ice as large as St. Paul's Cathe- 
dral. That would be only a fair-sized 
one.

World ’Plane Lines 


Company Aims For Regular Flying 
Bont Service Over Atlantic In 
Two Years 

A gigantic network of air lines 
which will cover the entire world is 
being planned by Lufthansa, Ger- 
many’s most important air company. 

The plans are being worked out 
by Otto Merkel, who has given up 
his post as head of Lufthansa to de- 
vote himself to founding an interna- 
tional company, which promises 
within two years to open regular air 
lines between Europe and the United 
States, 

Working jointly with the Ham- 
burg-American steamship line, pre- 
liminaries have been completed. The 
details of the new company are still 
somewhat uncertain, but the ap- 
proximate direction of developments 
has been mapped out. 

“Not only is the world's interest 
concentrated in air travel, but in all 
countries the best technical experts 
are working out the details,” said 
Herr Merkel. “The experimental 
stage is behind us and the goal is

Expected That King George Or the 
Prince Of Wales Will Unveil 
Memorial In 1982 


It is expected that His Majesty 
King George, or His Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, will unveil the 
Vimy war memorial in 1932, stated 
Brigadier-General T, H. Hughes, of 
Victoria, B.C., chief engineer of the 
Canadian battlefields memorial com- 
mission in France and Belgium, up- 
on his return to Canada recently, 

Brigadier-General Hughes, who 
has completed his 47th Atlantic 
crossing, and has been serving in the 
capacity of chief engineer of the 
commission for nearly 13 years, 
stated that seven Canadian battle- 
ships monuments had been handed 
over to the Imperial War Graves 
commission to be looked after for 
Canada in perpetuity, and he was 
now concentrating all his efforts on 
the Vimy monument,

“The suggestion of United States 
Senator Walsh, of Montana, that a 
tariff be imposed on all Canadian 
| wheat destined for milling in bond 
|has no interest for us whatever,” 
|declared Hon, W. R. Motherwell, 
| Minister of Agriculture, whensinvit- 
j ed to comment on the next proposed | 
step of the Senate committee at} 
Washington. “Any upward revision 
,of the United States tariff in this 
connection would have no adverse 
effect whatever on the Canadian 
wheat growers, and it would in all 
probability be to the advantage of 
Canadian millers. 

“The other side of the question is 
much more interesting. By depriving 
the American millers of the hard 
Canadian wheat, such a proposal 
would put them at a disadvantage in 
competing with the Canadians, and 
that is a point to which, I see, 
American millers are giving consid- 
erable attention.” 

The United States, said Mr, 
Motherwell, took only between 10 
and 12 million bushels of Canadian 
wheat annually, and the quantity 
was growing less every year, This, 
compared with the vast volume of 
exportable surplus was the merest 
drop in the bucket, Canada could 
easily dispose of that infinitesimal 
quantity elsewhere.

GRAPEFRUIT PRESERVE 


Remove outer yellow rind and 
most of the white by peeling very 
thick, Halve the fruit, and with 
sharp knife cut out the core. Then 
slice across and place pulp in gran- 
ite kettle with very little water and 
cook at moderate heat. When at 
boiling point, add three-fourths pint 
of sugar to each pint of fruit pulp 
and juice, then cook slowly 15 min- 
utes. Seal in small jars. 


GRAPE JAM 


Stem grapes, wash and press pulp 
from skins. Place pulp ir a kettle, 
cook until soft, then rub through 
sieve to remove seeds, Cook skins 
until soft in just enough water to 
cover, Combine the two mixtures 
and boil for five minutes. Measure 
and allow one cup of sugar to each 
pint of fruit. Cook until thick— 
which will be in a very few minutes. 
Then pack in clean hot jars and sear 
carefully.

Sweden Has Richest In 
Protected By Laws 

Swedens prehistoric relics are the 
richest in the world, and this is be- 
cause the same race has inhabited 
the country for about 15,000 years, 
says Professor Curman, State Anti- 
quarian, The scientific museums of 
Sweden contain more than half a 
million treasures of antiquity. The 
structure of the landscapes, with 
patches of fertile soil lying among 
barren areas, thick forests or craggy 
hills, has also helped to preserve 
these materials of ancient days.

Grant Priority To

Provincial Claim In Bankruptcy Is) 
Second Says Supreme Court 


Ottawa, Ont..-The Supreme Court 
of Canada, in a judgment handed! 
down, held that claims for Domin- 
jon taxes had priority over claims 
for provincial taxes. The appeal was 
taken on behalf of the attorney- 
general of Canada and opposed on 
behalf of the attorney-general of 
Quebec. 

The action arose out of a bank- 
ruptcy matter, Both the Dominion 
Government and the Quebec authori- 
ties had a claim against the bank- 
rupt for taxes, There was not. suf- 
ficient to pay both claims in full.

Explanations and Comments 


Recognizing Our Debt To Others, 
Mark 12,28-34.—A scribe who was 
standing by, and knew that Jesus 
had answered wisely the question 
put to Him, asked Jesus, “What 
Commandment is the first of all?” 
Jesus replied by quoting Deuter- 
onomy 6.4-5: “Hear, O Israel; the 
Lord our God, the Lord is one; ana 
thou shalt love the Lord thy Goa 
with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind, and with 
all thy strength’—that is, with an 
thy powers. “In these terms some 
interpreters recognized the language 
of a primitive psycho®gy, an ate 
tempt at a threefold or fourfold 
division or human nature, ‘soul’ re- 
ferring to emotion, ‘mind’ to intel- 
lect, and ‘strength’ to will. But what- 
ever may be thought of this sugges- 
iton, it is manifest that the words 
are intended to claim for God the 
offection of human nature in all its 
extent and in all its intensity.” 
James Stalker. 

“The second is this,” continuea 
Jesus and quoted Ley. 19.18: “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” 
“The chief service rendered by 
Jesus to this second commandment 
Was to ussociate it so closely with 
the first. In the Old Testament the 
two Commandments lie far apart 
with no indication of any connection 
between them; but He brought the 
two together in such 2 manner as to
